Memo  from  President  Orr: 


Soaring  applications  suggest  record  fall  enrollment 


The  number  of  applications  received  from  high  school 
seniors  seeking  to  enroll  as  freshmen  at  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege next  fall  is  setting  new  records. 

By  mid-April  we  have  received  1,165  applications  as 
compared  to  940  at  this  same  time  last  year.  These  numbers 
represent  a  24%  increase  over  1985,  which  also  was  a  record 
year.  Compared  with  1984,  we  have  had  a  40%  increase  in 
two  years.  The  quality  of  our  applicants  is  also  on  the  rise. 
Many  top  students  visited  PC  in  January  as  semi-finalists 
in  our  annual  academic  scholarship  competition.  We 
expect  50%  of  these  to  enroll,  as  compared  to  40%  last  year 
and  30%  in  1984. 

Because  of  this  strong  surge  in  applications,  PC  will 
enroll  next  fall  the  largest  and  best  qualified  group  of 
freshmen  in  our  105-year  history.  We  now  project  a  fresh- 
man class  of  340  as  compared  to  259  last  fall.  Total  college 
enrollment  may  well  exceed  1,000  students,  as  compared  to 
931  for  the  current  academic  year. 

Why  are  we  having  this  unprecedented  response  at  a 
time  when  many  colleges  are  struggling  to  attract  enough 
students?  I  believe  there  are  a  number  of  reasons.  Our  repu- 
tation for  academic  quality  and  for  well-rounded  student 
development  is  now  more  widely  recognized.  This  conclu- 
sion is  supported  by  the  high  ranking  PC  received  in  the 
U.S.  News  and  World  Report  poll  last  fall  of  America's  top 
colleges  and  universities. 

Our  alumni,  trustees,  students,  parents  and  friends  have 
been  enthusiastic  about  the  growing  strength  of  the  college 
and  have  spread  the  word.  Our  admissions  office  has  been 
very  successful  in  communicating  the  merits  of  our  aca- 
demic program.  And  our  commitment  to  educational  excel- 
lence, as  detailed  in  our  bold  long-range  plan,  has  come  to 
be  appreciated  as  dynamic,  sound,  and  attainable. 


The  administration  and  faculty  are  hard  at  work  now  to 
insure  that  we  continue  to  offer  each  student  a  significant 
four-year  experience.  The  newly-endowed  Russell  Project 
described  in  this  magazine  is  an  example.  The  planned 
million-dollar  renovation  of  Jacobs  Hall  into  a  superior 
academic  center  is  another  example.  These  are  but  two  of 
many  other  examples  I  could  cite. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  assistance  of  so  many  alumni 
and  friends  who  are  sharing  in  this  development  of  Presby- 
terian College.  Your  referrals  and  your  generous  gifts  are 
helping  to  undergird  and  advance  our  efforts. 

Presbyterian  College  is  steadily  emerging  as  a  regional 
and  national  leader  in  providing  an  excellent  career- 
oriented  liberal  arts  and  sciences  program  at  the  under- 
graduate level.  The  record  number  of  applications  we  are 
receiving  this  year  is  further  evidence  of  our  growing  repu- 
tation for  leadership  and  quality.

Since  joining  NBC 
in  1966,  he  has  been  a  contributing  edi- 
tor to  the  Huntley-Brinkley  Report, 
foreign  correspondent  in  Rome,  war 
correspondent  in  Vietnam,  Northern 
Ireland  and  the  Middle  East,  White 
House  reporter  and  a  political  corre- 
spondent in  numerous  presidential  elec- 
tions— including  floor  coverage  of  Re- 
publican and  Democratic  conventions. 
He  continues  to  be  seen  regularly  on 
NBC's  evening  television  news. 

Presbyterian  College  bestowed  an 
honorary  degree  on  this  distinguished 
alumnus  in  1973,  and  he  also  holds 
broadcasting's  coveted  Peabody  Award 
for  excellence. 

John  Montgomery 

One  of  South  Carolina's  most  re- 
spected newsmen,  John  Montgomery 
covered  all  phases  of  state  activities  for 
44  years.  He  closed  his  active  career 
with  a  12-year  tenure  as  editor  of  The 
Columbia  Record  after  20  years  (1941- 
61)  as  managing  editor  of  The  State 
and  earlier  positions  as  reporter  and 
sports  editor.  His  reporting  and  edito- 
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rial  work  for  the  state's  largest  news- 
paper carried  him  on  assignments 
throughout  the  United  States  and  to  25 
foreign  countries.  Since  retirement,  he 
wrote  Columbia.  History  of  a  City. 

PC  already  has  awarded  this  1928 
graduate  its  Alumni  Gold  P  and  Alumni 
Service  citations.  He  has  served  on  the 
boards  of  trustees  and  visitors. 

Agnes  Wilson 

Mrs.  Agnes  Hildebrand  Wilson  is 
honored  for  her  leadership  in  education 
and  religion.  She  spent  almost  40  years 
as  a  teacher  of  French  and  journalism 
in  South  Carolina  public  schools  and 
received  the  state's  Teacher  of  the  Year 
Award  in  1969.  Later,  she  joined  the 
University  of  South  Carolina  facuhy  as 
director  of  its  Center  for  Community 
Education.  Her  numerous  leadership 
positions  include  having  been  president 
of  the  S.  C.  Education  Association,  a 
trustee  of  three  colleges  and  delegate  to 
international  conventions.  She  holds 
degrees  from  Allen  and  Temple  univer- 
sities and  attended  the  University  of 
Paris  as  a  Fulbright  Scholar. 

Among  many  church  activities,  Mrs. 
Wilson  is  moderator  of  the  General 
Assembly  Council,  Presbyterian  Church 
(U.S.A.).  She  also  has  served  on  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  and  as  a 
delegate  to  the  1961  Assembly  of  the 
World  Presbyterian  Alliance. 

John  Miller 

In  his  seven  years  as  senior  minister 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Hil- 
ton Head  Island,  John  Miller  has  led 
this  congregation  to  expanding  mem- 
bership and  increasing  influence  within 
the  Synod  of  the  Southeast.  He  came  to 
this  pulpit  in  1979  after  six  years  with 
the  Morristown  (N.J.)  First  Church 
and  five  years  as  assistant  pastor  of 
Chicago's  Fourth  Church. 

He  holds  degrees  from  the  University 
of  Wisconsin  and  McCormick  Theolog- 
ical Seminary  and  has  done  post- 
graduate work  at  the  University  of 
Glasgow  (Scotland).  Active  in  the  af- 
fairs of  his  community.  Miller  also 
serves  on  the  PC  board  of  visitors  and 
as  a  trustee  of  the  Presbyterian  Home.

New  program  aims  toward  media  literacy

^  ^  ^  I  "'his  new  program  to  help  students  cope  with 
the  challenge  of  modern  communications  puts 
Presbyterian  College  on  the  very  cutting  edge 
of  liberal  arts  education." 

With  these  words,  President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  announced 
establishment  of  The  Russell  Project  in  media  literacy. 

He  also  expressed  appreciation  to  the  Russell  Charitable 
Trust  of  Atlanta  for  its  $500,000  grant  to  endow  the  pro- 
gram. He  added: 

"Obviously,  I'm  excited  because  I  know  of  no  other  col- 
lege that  is  taking  this  particular  approach.  We  believe  PC 
has  the  responsibility  to  create  in  its  students  and  the 
broader  community  a  sharper  awareness  of  how  the  media 
can  affect  thoughts  and  values.  Operating  within  our  regu- 
lar liberal  arts  curriculum,  the  program  will  seek  to  enhance 
their  ability  to  form  critical  judgments . .  .to  separate  the 
junk  from  the  jewels.  It  also  will  give  greater  emphasis  to 
improving  personal  communications  skills." 

Although  not  vocationally  oriented  toward  a  media 
major,  it  could  stimulate  career  interest  in  this  important 
field.  PC  already  has  numerous  alumni  communicators 
who  honed  their  skill  in  the  liberal  arts. 

The  Russell  Project  design  calls  for  starting  with  a  sym- 
posium next  fall.  It  will  expand  gradually  to  the  point  of 
permeating  the  campus  with  a  combination  of  interdiscipli- 
nary classroom  work  and  extracurricular  activities.  These 
activities  will  bring  communications  experts  for  symposia 
and  workshops  and  will  include  writing  competitions  and 
student  internships  in  the  field. 

Establishment  of  a  media  learning  center  on  campus  and 
special  provisions  for  faculty/ course  development  also  are 
included  in  the  program  design. 

The  Russell  Project  was  first  suggested  by  Dr.  Ernest  J. 
Arnold,  a  1936  PC  graduate  and  veteran  communications 
leader  who  serves  as  director-trustee  of  the  Russell  Chari- 
table Trust.  President  of  the  Protestant  Radio  &  Television 
Center  for  16  years  (1957-73),  he  has  had  a  growing  convic- 
tion about  the  need  to  encourage  media  literacy. 

"We  are  now  in  an  age  dominated  by  communications, 
both  good  and  bad,"  Dr.  Arnold  said.  "In  addition  to 
developing  their  individual  skills,  students  need  a  broad 
perspective  to  enable  them  to  appreciate  the  good  and  to 
make  evaluations  that  will  influence  their  own  decisions 
and  perhaps  those  of  others.  More  and  more  I  am  con- 
vinced that  people  simply  must  learn  to  cope  with  the  chal- 
lenge of  modern  communications." 

He  said  the  Russell  Trust,  having  provided  the  start-up 
grant,  will  continue  to  look  at  the  program  with  interest 
and  anticipation.  Without  additional  commitments  at  this 
time,  he  did  invite  further  discussions  after  the  first  year. 


The  campus  press  conference  at  which  Ernest  Arnold 
announced  the  Russell  grant  also  was  attended  by  Wilson 
C.  Wearn  of  Greenville,  board  chairman  of  Multimedia, 
Inc.  (extensive  organization  of  newspapers,  radio  and  tele- 
vision stations)  and  a  PC  trustee.  This  national  media 
leader  endorsed  the  proposed  program  as  one  with  unique 
possibilities  to  make  a  strong  impact  upon  the  field. 

Both  he  and  Arnold  agreed  the  intent  is  not  media  cen- 
sure but  rather  a  means  of  cultivating  quality  awareness 
among  students  graduating  into  a  media-oriented  world. 
And  Wearn  reemphasized  the  role  of  responsible  media 
journalism  as  a  major  bulwark  of  freedom. 

Encouraged  by  Ernest  Arnold  and  the  Russell  Trust,  a 
committee  of  18  faculty  and  staff  members  spent  six 
months  developing  the  details  of  The  Russell  Project.  Once 
underway,  it  will  be  directed  by  a  faculty-staff  steering 
committee  guided  by  an  advisory  council  made  up  of  media 
executives  and  communications  educators. 

The  plan  for  the  first  three  years  includes  several  ele- 
ments directed  toward  the  faculty  to  provide  resources  for 
research,  new  course  development  (including  the  interdisci- 
plinary course  in  communications),  equipment  and  in- 
creased use  of  modern  media  in  the  classroom.  Faculty 
members  will  have  every  incentive  to  explore  the  way  mod- 
ern media  influence  their  individual  disciplines. 

More  immediately  on  the  horizon  to  launch  the  project 
publicly  next  fall  is  the  first  annual  Arnold  Symposium.  It 
will  have  as  its  1986  focus  "Ethics  in  the  Media,"  an  issue 
examined  by  visiting  national  authorities.  Also  planned  in 
connection  with  the  symposium  each  year,  PC  will  present 
two  competitions:  a  juried  competition  for  models  of  com- 
munication from  any  medium;  and  a  writing  contest  for 
youth.  Together,  these  various  elements  will  bring  a  more 
public  perspective  to  the  program. 

Other  phases  of  this  ambitious  undertaking  will  follow  as 
they  are  gradually  developed  to  fit  into  the  overall  pattern. 

College  officials  agree  the  design  of  The  Russell  Project 
is  not  to  create  a  new  major  or  new  department  with  faculty 
additions  but  rather  to  cast  it  within  the  present  curriculum 
and  include  all  facets  of  campus  life. 

"This  particular  program  will  be  one  of  the  most  dra- 
matic for  the  college  since  I've  been  here,"  President  Orr 
said.  "It  identifies  Presbyterian  College  as  being  on  the 
forefront  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences.  After  all,  creating 
the  capacity  to  assess  and  adapt  to  changing  times  is  what 
liberal  arts  is  all  about. 

"Through  this  program,  our  students  will  realize  better 
how  to  distinguish  between  what  is  style  and  what  is  sub- 
stance. It  gives  us  a  cutting-edge  dimension."

Presbyterian  College  graduated  its  first  class  of  students 
(three  women)  only  seven  years  after  the  world  expe- 
rienced its  first  breakthrough  in  voice  transmission.  From 
the  beginning  of  the  world  until  March,  1876,  with  the 
invention  of  the  telephone,  people  could  speak  with  and  see 
other  individuals  only  within  hearing-distance  and  seeing- 
distance  of  the  human  body.  Those  were  their  limitations. 

Today,  we  know  no  such  limitations.  Modern  communi- 
cation is  global.  The  Gulf  of  Sidra  was  in  our  living  rooms 
recently.  We  may  even  say  we  are  communicating  with  the 
universe.  The  direction  of  the  spacecraft  Voyager,  on  its 
way  to  Uranus,  was  changed  not  at  about  a  billion  miles 
from  earth,  but  according  to  one  commentator,  at  an  exact 
1  billion,  404  million  and  29  miles. 

Now  all  of  this  is  fantastic,  almost  unbelievable — and 
maybe  sometimes  questionable.  But  we  accept  communica- 
tion and  media  with  enjoyment  and  pride.  Freedom  has 
nurtured  these  marvelous  accomplishments.  We  would 
wish  it  no  other  way. 

Every  individual  alive  today  is  being  influenced  and 
informed  one  way  or  another  by  the  tools  of  communica- 
tion we  have  created  such  as  newspapers,  magazines,  radio, 
television  and  the  arts.  These  creations  can  be  used  for  the 
greatest  good  for  the  most  people  for  the  longest  period  of 
time,  OR  their  use  can  be  subtle  and  corrosive  to  the  point 
of  physical  or  mental  deterioration.  How  often  have  we 
been  exposed  to  something  that  is  in  poor  taste  or  even 
unethical.  First,  we  abhor  it.  But,  after  repeated  exposure 
to  it,  we  endure  it.  Then  we  embrace  it. 

Many  of  us  can  remember  when  the  influencing  factors 
of  life  rested  within  the  institutions  of  home,  schools  and

churches.  Today  a  fourth  institution,  "communications,"  is 
challenging  our  minds,  establishing  our  values,  molding 
our  character,  and  setting  our  calendars.  I  am  convinced 
that  the  best  insurance  for  the  best  use  of  these  new  tools  of 
communications  lies  within  each  person  to  judge  and  value. 

We  teach  language  that  we  as  individuals  may  better 
understand  speech.  We  teach  math,  science,  psychology, 
and  hundreds  of  other  subjects,  including  computers,  that 
we  as  individuals  may  better  understand  how  to  work  and 
live  in  our  world.  Now  may  well  be  the  time  for  us  to  add  a 
new  dimension  to  the  teaching  of  our  students,  and  indeed 
to  ourselves,  in  the  realm  of  communications.  Clearly,  all  of 
us  need  help  as  we  establish  the  values  we  want  to  embrace 
as  all  forms  of  communication  surround  and  engulf  us  in 
our  homes,  with  our  families,  at  our  labors  and  in  our  civic 
responsibilities. 

Because  throughout  its  history  Presbyterian  College  has 
continued  to  exhibit  high  standards  of  educational  excel- 
lence and  religious  convictions  and  worthy  character- 
building  traits,  the  trustees  of  the  Russell  Charitable  Trust 
have  selected  this  school  for  a  special  grant.  The  grant 
establishes  The  Russell  Project.  Presbyterian  College  can 
now  implement,  in  the  whole  of  its  curriculum,  the  teaching 
of  the  values  of  communication  in  such  a  way  that  every 
graduate  of  this  institution  may  feel  confident  that  he  or  she 
is  prepared  to  cope  with  the  challenge  of  communication 
for  a  fuller  and  more  satisfying  life. 

To  this  end,  and  to  encourage  the  leadership  of  our  col- 
lege to  proceed — with  haste — toward  the  program  already 
under  consideration,  the  Russell  Charitable  Trust  pledges  a 
gift  in  the  amount  of  one-half  million  dollars. 


Trust  perpetuates  the  Russell  philosophy 


Harlow  M.  Russell,  born  in  poverty  in  Mas- 
sachusetts, amassed  a  fortune  as  the  pioneer 
of  the  corrugated-paper  packaging  business 
and  as  the  inventor  of  egg  and  milk  cartons, 
individual  break-open  salt-pepper  packets 
and  other  items. 

When  he  died  at  age  104  in  1980,  his  per- 
sonal wealth  was  a  deficit  $138. 

What  he  had  not  personally  given  to  oth- 
ers, he  had  placed  in  trust  for  later  giving 
after  his  death.  That  instrument  functions 
today  as  the  Russell  Charitable  Trust,  help- 
ing Presbyterian  College  among  its  many 
worthy  charitable  causes. 

Harlow  Russell's  fascination  with  the 
communications  field  led  to  the  establish- 
ment  of   Sermons   &    Pictures,    Inc.,   for 


national  distribution  of  taped  church  ser- 
vices. This  interest  also  led  him  to  a  close 
relationship  with  Ernest  J.  Arnold,  then 
president  of  the  Protestant  Radio  &  Tele- 
vision Center  in  Atlanta.  He  became  its 
greatest  benefactor. 

Because  of  his  devotion  to  the  Arnold 
family,  Russell  appointed  PC  alumnus  Er- 
nest Arnold  trustee-director  of  the  Russell 
Charitable  Trust  in  1970  and  designated 
Mrs.  Frances  Putnam  Arnold  and  their 
daughter,  Mrs.  Judy  Arnold  Moore,  as 
other  members  of  the  three-trustee  board. 

Ernest  Arnold  retired  from  the  presi- 
dency of  the  Protestant  Radio  &  Television 
Center  in  1973  after  16  years  spent  in  devel- 
oping this  agency  into  a  national  force  for 
the  mainline  religious  denominations.  Since 
that  time,  he  has  devoted  his  efforts  to  the 
charitable  intent  of  Harlow  M.  Russell. 


Foundation's  latest  challenge  offer 
builds  its  gifts  to  $1.25  million 


Another  $200,000  from  PC's  anonymous  friend 


Here's  another  $200,000  challenge  grant  for  scholarship 
endowment  from  Presbyterian  College's  foundation 
friend  that  prefers  to  remain  anonymous.  The  funds  will 
come  as  soon  as  PC  raises  an  additional  S800,000  for 
endowed  scholarships. 

A  consistent  benefactor  of  the  college  over  the  past  20 
years,  this  foundation  has  now  awarded  Presbyterian  a 
total  $1,250,000  since  its  initial  grant  in  1965.  The  $500,000 
challenge  claimed  two  years  ago  established  the  South- 
eastern Scholarship  Endowment  Fund  to  assist  well- 
qualified  Christian  students  from  six  states  of  this  region. 
Now,  the  latest  $200,000  grant  will  be  added  to  expand  the 
work  of  the  Southeastern  Scholars  program. 

"Not  only  does  the  foundation's  continuing  generous 
support  greatly  strengthen  the  PC  work,  but  its  challenges 


stimulate  even  broader  support  from  other  sources,"  Presi- 
dent Orr  said.  "We  hope  to  raise  the  necessary  $800,000 
during  1986  so  that  we  may  claim  the  latest  $200,000  chal- 
lenge before  the  end  of  this  year." 

Dr.  Orr  has  placed  high  priority  on  expansion  of  the  PC 
endowment,  which  presently  stands  at  $16.4  million  in 
market  value.  This  total  ranks  second  among  the  private 
colleges  of  South  Carolina  and  offers  the  stability  of 
$17,600  in  endowment  for  each  student  enrolled. 

"Our  endowment  goal  is  to  exceed  $20  miUion  in  the 
next  several  years  to  generate  additional  income  to  support 
scholarships  and  other  expenses  of  our  current  fund,"  the 
president  said.  "Certainly,  the  latest  challenge  grant  of  our 
foundation  friend  provides  great  encouragement  toward 
this  goal."

$500,000  commitment  from  Atlanta's  Peachtree  Presbyte- 
rian Church. 

That  gift  was  announced  by  Trustee  Chairman  W. 
Frank  Harrington,  senior  minister  of  Peachtree,  as  he  pre- 
sided over  the  opening  session  of  the  PC  board's  annual 
spring  meeting. 

"Those  of  us  at  the  Peachtree  Church  are  grateful  for 
the  privilege  of  the  partnership  we  have  with  Presbyterian 
College  in  Christian  higher  education,"  he  said.  "We  hope 
this  gift  markedly  enhances  the  program  of  the  college." 

President  Orr  pointed  out  that  the  Peachtree  gift  comes 
as  a  challenge  to  help  meet  a  challenge,  and  he  explained  in 
these  words: 

"On  the  one  hand,  this  grant  is  contingent  upon  the 
college  raising  an  equal  amount  within  five  years.  At  the 
same  time,  the  Peachtree  subscription  can  be  used  to  meet 
part  of  the  anonymous  foundation  challenge  that  requires 
PC  to  raise  $800,000  in  order  to  claim  its  $200,000  grant. 
An  interesting  combination  of  incentives." 

Dr.  Orr  said  efforts  already  are  underway  to  meet  the 
conditions  for  establishing  the  Peachtree  Scholarship  Fund 
in  the  permanent  endowment.  He  expressed  gratitude  for 
the  strong  ties  that  have  long  existed  between  PC  and  the 
Peachtree  Church.  And  he  praised  it  as  one  of  the  great 
congregations  nationally  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
(USA) — third  largest  in  the  South  and  Southwest.  The 
president  added: 

"Under  PC  alumnus  Frank  Harrington,  the  church 
membership  has  grown  to  more  than  6,000  and  Peachtree 
has  become  a  generous  supporter  of  causes  throughout  our 
synod  and  denomination.  We  hope  the  Peachtree  Scholars 
will  become  a  model  for  other  congregations  within  our 
synod." 


Church  session,  the  trustees  said  in  part:  "Your  most  recent 
challenge  gift  of  $500,000  to  establish  the  Peachtree  Schol- 
ars program  serves  as  a  great  incentive  to  the  Board  and  to 
all  who  are  interested  in  Presbyterian  College  to  increase 
the  scholarship  aid  program  at  PC.  In  other  gifts  to  the 
college  in  recent  years . . .  you  have  been  very  generous  in 
demonstrating  your  efforts  to  advance  educational  excel- 
lence at  Presbyterian  College." 

Dr.  Harrington  also  announced  that  his  church  was 
providing  $25,000  to  endow  the  Martha  Wilson  Jones  Fac- 
ulty Development  Scholarship  Fund  at  PC.  It  honors  the 
service  of  one  of  Peachtree 's  devoted  women  leaders.  She 
and  husband  Fred  R.  Jones,  Jr.,  are  members  of  the  PC 
board  of  visitors.

Wide-based  curriculum  combines  regular  classwork/lab  study 
with  non-traditional  off-campus  experiences  to  offer  both 
ecological  awareness  and  sound  pre-professional  training. 


Biology  reaches  into  exotic  places 


The  biology  major  ranks  second  in  popularity  behind 
business  administration  at  Presbyterian  College.  Enroll- 
ments in  this  discipline,  averaging  close  to  100  in  any 
given  year,  represent  almost  12  percent  of  the  student  body 
here. 

It's  a  department  that  combines  regular  classroom- 
laboratory  work  with  less  traditional  off-campus  study. 
And  this  research  into  nature's  habitats  ranges  from  after- 
noon field  trips  to  more  extensive  visits  to  exotic  places. 

PC  biology  students,  for  example,  have  engaged  in  scuba 
diving  to  observe  Caribbean  sea  life  .  . .  checked  out  Dar- 
win's "showcase  of  evolution"  in  the  Galapagos  Islands  . . . 
identified  flora  and  fauna  along  an  Appalachian  trail . .  . 
and  investigated  the  ecology  of  the  southwestern  desert. 

Understanding  ecological  relationships  is  one  objective 
of  the  department.  Others  are:  providing  students  with  the 
biological  background  to  function  as  informed  adults  in  a 


modern  society;  and  preparing  majors  for  graduate  study, 
research  and  professional  training. 

This  discipline,  of  course,  is  one  of  the  essentials  in  PC's 
highly  regarded  pre-medical  training  program  that  has  a  90 
percent  acceptance  rate  into  medical  schools. 

"We  feel  our  curriculum  is  wide-based  enough  so  that 
our  majors  have  a  very  strong  grounding  in  the  biological 
sciences  when  they  graduate  from  here,"  Chairman  John 
Inman  said.  "As  a  result,  they  have  the  latitude  to  go  into  a 
variety  of  directions.  We  try  to  steer  away  from  becoming 
simply  a  pre-professional  track,  although  we  do  turn  out  a 
lot  of  pre-meds  and  pre-dentals  and  send  many  into  gradu- 
ate school.  And  somewhere  in  there  we  have  a  mission  to 
see  that  students  understand  the  relationship  of  the  human 
species  to  the  rest  of  the  biological  community  and  what  we 
are  doing  to  the  environment." 

As  a  result  of  this  approach,  Professor  Fred  James 


A  marine  biology  course  carried  this  PC  group  lo  the  Virgin  Islands  for 
research  in  tropical  ecology.  Meanwhile,  back  on  campus.  Chairman  John 
Inman  leads  a  student  in  the  use  of  the  ultraviolet  spectrophotometer. 
They  are  measuring  the  absorbence  of  light  by  a  DNA  sample. 
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believes  the  department  "maintains  a  sort  of  purity  in  bio- 
logical training."  He  means  teaching  biology  as  a  pure 
science  instead  of  giving  it  a  particular  vocational  empha- 
sis. And  he  feels  such  broad  preparation  even  helps  rather 
than  hinders  the  pre-professional  base. 

Presbyterian  College  continues  to  require  of  all  students 
at  least  one  eight-hour  classroom-laboratory  course  in 
science.  General  Biology  is  chosen  most  often,  usually 
taken  the  two  semesters  of  the  freshman  year.  In  addition 
to  this  course  and  the  various  off-campus  studies,  the 
department  curriculum  offers  17  other  courses  (57  total 
hours)  during  the  regular  session.  These  courses,  most  of 
them  with  weekly  labs,  bear  such  titles  as  Invertebrate 
Zoology,  Vertebrate  Zoology,  Introductory  Botany,  Tax- 
onomy of  Native  and  Economic  Plants,  Introduction  to 
Marine  Science,  Biological  Molecules,  Man  and  His  Envi- 
ronment,  Histology,  Comparative  Vertebrate  Anatomy, 


Embryology,  Microbiology,  Cell  Biology,  Physiology, 
Ecology,  Genetics,  Library  Research  Methods  in  the  Bio- 
logical Sciences,  and  Seminar  in  Biology. 

Major  candidates  must  take  more  than  30  designated 
hours  from  this  biological  menu.  Their  requirements  in 
related  fields  include  solid  grounding  in  mathematics, 
chemistry  and  physics,  while  the  senior  seminar  affords  an 
opportunity  for  reporting  in  individual  research.  A  two- 
track  program  offers  one  plan  for  those  students  who 
expect  to  attend  graduate/ professional  school  or  to  pursue 
biology  as  a  professional  career,  and  another  plan  for  those 
who  will  enter  secondary  school  teaching. 

Chairman  Inman  feels  the  PC  method  of  individual 
attention  on  a  very  personal  basis  in  classroom  and  lab 
represents  another  department  strength.  It  is  greatly 
enhanced  by  the  esprit  of  numerous  off-campus  experiences. 

"We  do  try  to  get  students  out  into  the  environment  as 
much  as  possible,"  he  pointed  out.  "Sometimes  it  takes  the 
form  of  a  short  afternoon  field  trip  to  a  nearby  forest  or 
pond.  At  other  times  we  go  for  a  weekend  to  the  mountains 
or  the  coast.  And,  of  course,  we  encourage  those  three- 
week  May  experiences  that  have  covered  a  good  portion  of 
this  hemisphere." 

After  the  tropical  biology  course  spent  20  days  in  the  rain 
forest  and  mangroves  of  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands 
last  May,  for  example,  the  program  this  May  calls  for 
researching  wildlife  in  Southeastern  United  States.  It  will 
start  at  South  Georgia's  Okefenokee  Swamp  and  move 
along  the  wildlife  trails  to  Maryland.  Along  the  way,  PC 
students  will  work  with  the  Audubon  people  in  Four-Hole 
Swamp  near  Charleston,  investigate  wildlife  and  its  man- 
agement in  other  remote  areas  and  study  wildlife  hatcheries 
in  North  Carolina. 

More  formal  opportunities  for  off-campus  study  are 
afforded  through  Presbyterian  College's  affiliations  with 
Gulf  Coast  Marine  Laboratory  in  Ocean  Springs,  Miss., 
and  with  the  Duke  University  Marine  Laboratory  situated 


at  Beaufort,  N.  C.  Summer  work  here  receives  PC  credit 
and  may  lead  to  graduate  study  in  this  field. 

As  the  curriculum  has  expanded  and  the  student  load 
increased,  the  biology  faculty  has  grown  to  five  full-time 
professors— with  a  sixth  to  be  added  next  fall.  Together 
they  form  a  balanced  team  whose  training  (80  percent  doc- 
torates) and  talents  complement  each  other  and  enable  the 
department  to  provide  a  good  range  of  course  offerings. 

These  teachers  and  their  specialties  are: 

Dr.  John  C.  Inman,  department  chairman  with  rank  of 
associate  professor,  a  1973  Presbyterian  graduate  who 
earned  his  PhD  at  Purdue  University  and  returned  to  PC  as 
a  teacher  in  1980.  With  training  in  microbiology  and  cell 
biology,  he  is  very  much  lab-oriented.  His  published 
research  deals  mostly  with  the  effects  of  acid  rain  and  the 
release  of  heavy  metal  compounds  and  other  elements  into 
the  soil  systems. 

Dr.  James  D.  Stidham,  a  full  professor  with  PhD  from 
the  University  of  Tennessee  and  post-doctoral  study  in 
marine  biology  at  the  University  of  Miami.  The  department 
veteran  (since  1967)  and  former  chairman,  he  handles 
instruction  in  physiology  and  marine  science.  As  one  whose 
research  interests  center  around  the  physiological  adapta- 
tions of  organisms  to  their  environment,  he  has  received 
several  grants— the  latest  one  for  $5,000  to  underwrite 
research  this  summer  at  the  Medical  University  of  South 
Carolina. 

Dr.  Fred  A.  James,  a  full  professor  with  PhD  in  plant 
taxonomy  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel 
Hill.  On  the  PC  faculty  since  1971,  he's  the  local  botanist 
and  invertebrate  zoologist— the  plant  and  insect  authority 
whose  range  makes  him  comfortable  in  both  mountain  and 
coastal  environments.  Colleagues  call  him  the  classroom 
ace. 

Dr.  Robert  G.  Hudson,  associate  professor  with  PhD 
from  North  Carolina  State  University,  is  the  geneticist  and 
vertebrate  zoologist  who  also  teaches  ecology  courses.  Now 
in  his  1 1th  year  at  PC,  he  ranks  as  the  research  star  with  an

in  his  1 1th  year  at  PC,  he  ranks  as  the  research  star  with  an 
international  reputation  for  developing  a  patented  tech- 
nique of  rearing  test-tube  mussels  (see  page  12). 

Elizabeth  M.  Messenger,  a  Presbyterian  College  honor 
graduate  of  1982,  joined  the  faculty  as  an  instructor  last  fall 
after  receiving  her  MS  degree  from  Clemson  University. 
Mainly  involved  with  the  freshman  program,  she  is  an 
invertebrate  zoology  specialist  and  primary  resource  in 
freshman  labs. 

Biology  occupies  the  entire  second  floor  of  Richardson 
Hall  of  Science,  with  convenient  space  for  lectures  and  labs. 
While  the  department  is  considered  generally  well-equipped, 
continuing  efforts  seek  to  add  to  the  sophisticated  instru- 
mentation needed  in  research  and  teaching. 

Dr.  Inman  said  PC  is  one  of  the  few  small  colleges  with  a 
multi-port  microscope,  an  instrument  seen  mainly  in  medi- 
cal and  nursing  schools.  This  microscope  allows  four  dif- 
ferent students  simultaneously  to  view  while  the  teacher 
instructs  on  the  material  under  study. 

The  physiograph  also  receives  consistent  lab  use  as  the 
instrument  for  measuring  a  variety  of  physiological  condi- 
tions such  as  heart  rate,  breathing  rate  and  muscle  twitch. 
And  the  gel  electrophoresis  allows  students  to  separate  pro- 
teins and  nucleic  acids  from  biological  material. 

One  of  the  biggest  booms  to  the  biology  program  over 
the  past  decade  has  been  the  greenhouse  added  outside  on  a 
National  Science  Foundation  Grant.  The  department  also 
has  amassed  a  bank  of  a  dozen  fresh  and  salt  water  aquaria, 
bird  cages  and  animal  holding  equipment  to  increase  labo- 
ratory effectiveness. 

The  newest  instrument  on  the  biology  floor  is  a  scanning 
spectrophotometer  interfaced  with  an  Apple  computer.  It 
allows  researchers  to  perform  molecular  work  by  measur- 
ing biological  phenomena  at  the  molecular  level  and  serves 
as  a  good  companion  to  the  gel  electrophoresis  in  the 
strides  undertaken  in  this  developing  study  area. 

"We  are  trying  to  strengthen  the  department  in  this  field 
of  molecular  biology  and  genetics,"  John  Inman  said.  "It's 


the  most  rapidly  expanding  field  of  our  science  now,  and 
we're  continually  pressed  to  keep  up  ...  to  maintain  current 
lectures  and  meaningful  lab  work.  So  many  courses  now 
reach  to  the  cellular  level.  It  is  fascinating  how  some  of  the 
latest  research  at  major  laboratories  is  looking  at  being  able 
to  remove  a  section  of  genes  for  repair  or  transfer." 

In  trying  to  gain  some  measure  of  program  effectiveness, 
the  department  conducted  a  survey  of  83  biology  graduates 
of  the  1980-85  period.  Their  response  indicated  36  percent 
went  from  the  campus  into  medical  schools  while  another 
17  percent  entered  upon  graduate  study.  Eleven  percent  are 
secondary  school  teachers;  ten  percent  engage  in  health 
programs  such  as  nursing  or  physician  assistant;  and  25 
percent  have  careers  that  range  from  marine  science  to  bus- 
iness to  the  army  to  missionary  service.

Hudson's  research  goes  to  United  Nations 


Hungry  people  of  the  Third  World 
may  eventually  benefit  from  the 
breakthrough  research  of  Presbyterian 
College  biologist  Bob  Hudson  and  his 
colleague. 

That's  a  really  "far  out"  statement. 
And  yet,  the  Food  and  Agricultural 
Organization  of  the  United  Nations  has 
requested  a  special  presentation  on  the 
research  at  its  June  meeting  in  France. 

The  subject  is  the  fresh  water  mussel, 
sometimes  referred  to  as  a  clam.  After 
years  of  arduous  summer  work.  Dr. 
Hudson  and  Billy  Isom — a  biologist 
with  the  Tennessee  Valley  Authority — 
have  discovered  a  way  to  create  "test- 
tube"  mussels  and  grow  them  in  a 
laboratory.  This  discovery  has  been 
hailed  internationally  for  both  its  en- 
vironmental and  commercial  merit  in 
providing  the  means  for  saving  an 
endangered  species. 

Until  now,  the  return  to  mussels  as  a 
human  food  source  was  not  considered 
one  of  the  merits.  Officials  of  the  UN's 
Food  and  Agricultural  Organization, 
however,  believe  there  may  be  great 
potential  for  the  artificial  culture  of 
freshwater  mussels  as  a  source  of  pro- 
tein for  human  consumption  in  many 
under-developed  countries.  Their  notice 
results  in  the  June  presentation. 

The  appearance  before  the  United 
Nations  organization  will  be  handled 
by  Billy  Isom,  because  the  research  was 
sponsored  by  the  TVA's  Aquatic  En- 
vironmental Research  Laboratory.  He 
will  use  in  his  UN  presentation  the 
technique  developed  by  PC's  Bob  Hud- 
son and  the  slides  Hudson  prepared.  In 
addition  to  broader  recognition  of  their 
work,  it  could  be  the  start  of  something 
big  in  the  area  of  conservation  stocking. 

Dr.  Hudson  presented  a  summary  of 
the  technique  at  the  51st  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Malacological 
Union  last  summer.  Held  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Rhode  Island,  this  meeting 
attracted  malacologists,  ecologists  and 
other  researchers  from  around  the  world 
(even  China).  Their  excitement  over  the 
potential  of  this  research  has  drawn 
numerous  subsequent  requests  for  more 
information  on  the  subject.

Hudson  also  was  the  senior  author  of 
an  article  describing  the  procedure  in  a 
recent  issue  of  Nautilus,  a  malacologi- 
cal journal  with  worldwide  distribution. 

Earlier  recognition  came  from  the 
prestigious  Nature  professional  journal 
of  London,  whose  aquaculture  editor 
reviewed  the  work  and  closed  his  article 
with  these  words: 

"These  successes  raise  hopes  that  con- 
servation and  management  of  unionid 
mussels  is  possible  and  should  stimu- 
late a  number  of  conservation  projects 
and  even  allow  re-colonization  of  newly 
rehabilitated  rivers  where  mussels  have 
long  been  extinct." 

From  a  biologist's  viewpoint,  preser- 
vation of  an  endangered  species  and 
ensuring  its  right  to  live  is  the  primary 
mission. 

Bob  Hudson  points  out  that  "ap- 


proximately 25  species  of  mussels  are 
currently  on  the  federal  endangered 
species  list.  Since  man  is  responsible  for 
the  impoundments,  pollution  and  har- 
vesting that  has  resulted  in  their  reduc- 
tion both  in  numbers  and  species,  it  is 
man's  responsibility  to  insure  their  con- 
tinued survival.  Once  these  organisms 
are  extinct,  their  gene  pool  is  lost 
forever,  and  any  potential  use  that  they 
may  have  for  the  ecosystem,  including 
humans,  is  gone." 

From  a  commercial  viewpoint,  there 
is  excellent  potential  for  using  the  tech- 
nique for  getting  the  freshwater  pearls 
from  mussels. 

"Historically,  mussels  were  of  great 
commercial  importance  in  the  button 
industry,"  Hudson  said.  "As  supplies 
became  depleted,  plastics  replaced  them. 
But  mussels  are  still  bought  by  shell

companies  for  exportation  to  Japan  for 
use  in  seeding  oysters  for  pearl  produc- 
tion. In  addition,  the  value  of  fresh- 
water pearls  is  increasing.  These  pearls 
can  be  grown  by  inducing  the  mussels 
to  produce  them  in  response  to  the  irri- 
tation of  their  mantle  tissue." 

And  now,  of  course,  the  United 
Nations  may  introduce  the  broadest 
potential  of  all  in  promoting  freshwater 
mussels  as  a  human  food  source. 

Because  the  Tennessee  Valley  had 
this  nation's  largest  mussel  population 
at  one  time,  TVA  scientists  had  a  spe- 
cial interest  in  trying  to  preserve  the 
species.  They  sought  out  Dr.  Robert  G. 
Hudson,  associate  professor  of  biology 
at  Presbyterian  College  since  1975,  and 
funded  his  summer  research  in  conjunc- 
tion with  TVA  biologist  Billy  Isom  over 
a  period  of  five  years. 

The  results  produced  a  scientific  break- 
through in  which  man  stepped  in  with 
artificial  supplement  to  the  fascinating 
process  of  nature. 

In  nature,  mussel  reproduction  is  a 
complicated  and  rather  bizarre  process. 
As  Hudson  explains  it,  the  female  fertil- 
izes her  eggs  with  male  sperm  she  takes 
in  through  water  during  filter  feeding. 
After  the  female  releases  the  fertilized 
eggs,  they  are  eaten  by  a  "host  fish." 
The  larvae  lodge  themselves  in  the  gills 


of  the  fish,  where  they  eventually  de- 
velop into  "juveniles"  that  rupture  the 
fish  gill  and  cause  the  baby  mussel  to 
fall  to  the  river  bottom. 

Hudson  first  made  a  breakthrough  in 
artificial  cultivation  when  he  designed  a 
technique  allowing  larval  mussels  to 
develop  in  a  complex  artificial  medium 
containing  fish  plasma,  amino  acids, 
vitamins  and  sterilized  river  water.  This 
medium  stimulates  and  nourishes  the 
larva  in  its  development  of  internal 
organs,  which  is  normally  accomplished 
only  while  the  larva  is  parasitic  on  a 
specific  "host  fish."  When  the  develop- 
ment of  organs  is  complete  and  the 
larva  becomes  a  "juvenile,"  it  is  capable 
of  independent  life  in  the  water. 

Once  the  larvae  were  transformed 
into  "juveniles,"  Dr.  Hudson  tried  to 
raise  them  to  a  larger  size  in  the  labora- 
tory. While  it  would  seem  to  be  an  easy 
task  of  simply  feeding  them,  these 
attempts  failed  for  two  years.  Other 
researchers  using  his  technique — some 
as  far  away  as  England  and  Australia — 
wrote  to  him  of  similar  problems. 

Then,   Hudson  visited  the  Virginia 


Distinguished  Teaching  Award  for  Bob  Hudson 

Added  honor  came  to  Dr.  Robert  G.  Hudson  this  spring  with  his  selection  to  receive  the 
1986  Alumni  Distinguished  Teaching  Award. 

The  award  by  the  PC  Alumni  Association  is  presented  annually  at  Honors  Day. 
Based  on  student  nominations,  it  cites  a  professor  of  more  than  five  years  service  here 
"in  grateful  recognition  of  and  appreciation  for  skill  as  a  classroom  teacher,  reflecting 
both  scholarship  and  concern  for  the  individual  student." 

Bob  Hudson  is  a  tenured  associate  professor  of  biology  completing  his  11th  year  on 
the  faculty  here.  He  earned  his  PhD  degree  at  North  Carolina  State  University. 


Institute  of  Marine  Science  laboratory 
to  study  their  techniques  for  marine 
bivalve  culture.  By  adapting  those  tech- 
niques to  use  with  freshwater  mussels, 
he  was  able  to  grow  these  mussel  "juve- 
niles" in  the  laboratory. 

"The  mussels  grow  quickly  in  the 
laboratory,"  Hudson  said,  "thereby  en- 
abling newly  reared  summer  juveniles 
to  be  stocked  in  streams  by  the  fall  sea- 
son. For  example,  several  hundred  that 
Billy  Isom  and  I  reared  during  this  past 
summer  were  given  to  the  Army  Corps 
of  Engineers  for  release  in  Mississippi 
rivers  last  fall." 

From  here  on,  utilizing  the  Hudson- 
Isom  technique  of  artificial  culture,  the 
work  of  re-colonization  and  preserva- 
tion will  be  mainly  in  the  hands  of  the 
Corps  of  Engineers  and  the  Fish  & 
Wildlife  Service. 

While  thousands  of  offspring  may  be 
produced  artificially  from  one  parent 
female.  Bob  Hudson  is  quick  to  point 
out  this  approach  should  not  be  con- 
sidered a  permanent  replacement  for 
natural  reproduction.  Rather,  it  offers 
a  method  for  producing  commercially 
over-used  species  and  for  quickly  boost- 
ing dwindling  populations  of  those  that 
are  endangered. 

TVA  officials  consider  the  work  so 
important  they  have  taken  out  a  patent 
covering  the  materials  used  to  grow  the 
mussel  and  the  growth  technique  itself. 
In  the  public  interest,  however,  they 
will  make  the  discoveries  of  Bob  Hud- 
son and  Billy  Isom  available  to  anyone 
without  charge. 
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Dudley  Jones  honors  father 
and  mother  with  PC  bequest 

A  $43,595  bequest  comes  to  Presbyterian 
College  from  the  estate  of  alumnus  Dr. 
Frank  Dudley  Jones,  Jr.,  to  establish  a  spe- 
cial fund  honoring  his  father  and  mother, 
who  were  long  associated  with  the  college. 

The  gift  will  endow  the  F.  Dudley  Jones 
and  Catherine  Wyman  Jones  Memorial 
Fund  for  Faculty  Development  to  assist 
professors  with  off-campus  study,  President 
Orr  said.  He  added: 

"This  endowment  memorializes  one  of 
PC's  faculty  giants  of  yesteryear  and  per- 
petuates his  love  of  learning.  Dr.  Dudley 
Jones  was  a  distinguished  professor  here  for 
24  years,  from  1919  until  his  retirement  in 
1943.  During  this  time,  his  broad  intellec- 
tual range  enabled  him  to  teach  courses  in 
philosophy,  psychology  and  history,  and  his 
colleagues  elected  him  president  of  both  the 
South  Carolina  Academy  of  Sciences  and 
the  S.  C.  Historical  Association.  Mrs.  Cath- 
erine Wyman  Jones  shared  her  husband's 
enthusiasm  for  Presbyterian  College  and  his 
devotion  to  students." 

One  of  several  children  this  couple 
encouraged  to  enroll  at  PC  was  Frank  Dud- 
ley Jones,  Jr.  After  1928  graduation,  he 
earned  his  medical  degree  from  the  Medical 
College  of  South  Carolina  and  practiced  for 
many  years  in  Biloxi,  Miss.,  before  his 
retirement  in  1977.  He  died  last  June.

ore  than  250  libraries  in  the  United 
States  and  abroad  are  using  a  special 
piece  of  software  developed  at  the  Presbyte- 
rian College  library  by  Diane  and  Bill 
Yarborough. 

"One  of  software's  greatest  hits  of  1985" 
is  the  way  Booklist  magazine  described  their 
creation  in  its  broad  review  of  educational 
software.  It  also  has  received  national  rec- 
ognition in  publications  such  as  American 
Libraries,  Library  Journal,  Small  Comput- 
ers in  Libraries  and  Technicalities. 

The  object  of  this  acclaim  is  CALM  — 
acronym  for  the  program  officially  named

Crawford  Scholarship 

Mrs.  Stewart  is  joined  in  this  program  by 
sisters  Mrs.  Mary  Crawford  Gath  of  Pitts- 
ford,  N.  Y.,  and  Mrs.  Dot  Crawford  Her- 
bert of  Johns  Island. 

The  scholarship  memorializes  three  fam- 
ily members:  Father  J.  Roy  Crawford,  a 
Clemson  civil  engineering  graduate,  was  a 
contractor  and  farmer  in  the  Wadsworth- 
Hopewell  community  until  his  death  in 
1979.  Mother  Fannie  Mae  Wade  Crawford, 


Chester  County  native  who  died  in  1964, 
was  educated  at  Clifford  Seminary  and 
taught  school  for  a  number  of  years  in  the 
Bush  River  community.  Brother  Jim  Craw- 
ford (deceased  1977)  was  president  of  his 
Clinton  High  School  senior  class,  attended 
Clemson  and  served  in  World  War  II. 

Jinki  Sadler  Scholarship 

Virginia  (Jinki)  Sadler  of  Clinton  was  a 
Coker  College  student  when  an  automobile 
accident  caused  her  permanent  confinement 
to  a  wheel  chair.  She  courageously  over- 
came this  handicap  with  persistent  faith  and 
good  humor  and  built  for  herself  an  out- 
standing career  on  the  editorial  staff  of  Life 
magazine  in  New  York  City.  It  is  this  inde- 
pendent spirit  and  quest  for  excellence  that 
the  memorial  scholarship  seeks  to  per- 
petuate. 

Jinki  Sadler  died  on  August  15,  1985,  and 
is  survived  by  mother  Mrs.  Julia  O.  Sadler 
and  brothers  Rufus  Sadler  and  Edgar  Sadler 
'51,  all  of  Clinton.  Her  late  father  also 
attended  PC. 


Card  and  Label  Manager.  It  can  be  used 
with  Apple  lie  or  IBM  pc  microcomputers 
to  generate  catalog  cards  with  headings  as 
well  as  circulation  card  and  book  pocket 
labels  and  spine  labels.  A  second  and 
related  program  uses  the  same  data  entered 
for  cards  and  labels  to  generate  a  monthly 
listing  of  new  book  titles  for  faculty  and, 
students.  The  program  sorts  up  to  900  titles 
and  prints  them  in  shelf  order  or  alphabeti- 
cally by  author  or  title. 

"This  is  a  remarkable  piece  of  software 
that  is  attracting  the  attention  of  libraries  all 
over  this  country,  in  Canada  and  one  as  far 
away  as  Nigeria,"  PC  library  director  Len- 
nart  Pearson  said.  "As  funds  become  avail- 
able, our  library,  along  with  college  libraries 
everywhere,  will  begin  the  conversion  of  its 
catalog  to  machine-readable  form.  The 
expertise  of  Diane  and  Bill  Yarborough  in 
library  automation  will  be  an  important 
part  of  this  essential  first  step  in  being  ready 
for  the  kind  of  academic  work  that  students 
of  the  21st  century  will  be  doing  in  the  PC 
library." 

Diane  Yarborough,  an  undergraduate 
geology  major  at  the  University  of  Chatta- 
nooga, is  assistant  cataloger  at  the  Presby- 
terian College  library.  Husband  Bill  Yar- 
borough, who  did  much  of  the  technical 
work  on  CALM,  is  chairman  of  PC's 
department  of  physics  and  computer  science. 
He  joined  the  faculty  here  in  1974  after 
earning  his  PhD  degree  from  Vanderbilt 
University. 

While  continuing  to  work  half-time  at  the 
PC  library,  Diane  commutes  to  attend  the 
University  of  South  Carolina  in  Columbia. 
Here  she  studies  for  two  master's  degrees 
simultaneously:  one  in  library  science  and 
the  other  in  English  literature.  Her  ability 
and  achievements  in  the  library  field  have 
already  been  recognized  by  the  USC  Library 
School,  which  awarded  her  the  Chesterfield 
Manufacturing  Corporation  Scholarship  in 
Information  Science. 
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Increased  fees  remain  below  private  college  average 


The  total  charges  to  attend  Presbyterian 
College  next  year  will  increase  to  $8,833  for 
resident  students  as  the  result  of  recent 
action  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

This  cost  for  the  1986-87  academic  year, 
starting  next  fall,  compares  to  the  present 
figure  of  $7,930  for  the  two  semesters.  It 
represents  an  overall  increase  of  approxi- 
mately 1 1  percent. 

"We  at  Presbyterian  College  remain  com- 
mitted to  offering  each  student  a  quality 
education  with  a  faculty  dedicated  to  teach- 
ing," President  Orr  said  in  his  letter  to  par- 
ents. "To  maintain  our  high  standards 
requires  increasing  our  annual  fees  and  we 
regret  this.  A  survey  of  other  colleges  sug- 
gests, however,  that  PC  is  considerably 
below  the  average  cost  of  many  schools  of 
similar  size  and  mission.  We  are  ready  to 
assist  all  students  with  demonstrated  finan- 
cial need." 

To  make  up  the  new  total  of  $8,833, 
tuition  will  rise  from  $5,150  to  $5,665;  room 
rent  and  service,  from  $  1 ,067  to  $  1 , 1 74;  din- 
ing hall  meals,  from  $1,275  to  $1,402;  and 
the  general  fee,  from  $438  to  $592. 

The  cost  to  non-resident  students,  paying 
tuition  and  general  fee  only,  will  be  $6,257. 

President  Orr  pointed  out  that  PC's 
operating  budget  next  year  will  total  $11 


million.  Annual  gifts  from  alumni,  parents, 
friends,  churches  and  corporations  are  ex- 
pected to  reach  just  under  one  million  dol- 
lars, while  endowment  income  projects  to 
$1,115,000. 

"These  sources  of  income  will  average 
over  $2,000  per  student,"  he  added.  "This 
generous  support  reduces  in  a  significant 
way  the  portion  of  operating  costs  that  our 
students  must  pay." 

The  comparison  below  indicates  PC 
remains  considerably  below  the  average 
cost  of  many  colleges  of  similar  size  and 
mission.

ServiceMaster  employed  to  master  maintenance  service 


Here's  a  move  to  bring  greater  economy  and 
efficiency  to  campus  maintenance  operations. 

ServiceMaster  Corporation,  largest  firm 
of  its  kind  in  the  country,  assumed  man- 
agement responsibilities  for  the  PC  physical 
plant  department  under  contract  that  began 
in  January.  Its  leadership  is  designed  to 
provide  a  formalized  preventive  maintenance 
program,  formalized  training  programs  for 
custodial  and  maintenance  staff,  and  the 
development  of  capitalization  schedules. 

"ServiceMaster  brings  to  the  campus  a 
great  deal  of  technical  support  and  expertise 
which  the  college  is  not  currently  able  to 
provide,"  business  manager  and  treasurer 
George  E.  (Skip)  Zubrod  said.  "We  expect 
the  new  management  to  produce  many  posi- 
tive results  and  to  continue  to  improve  the 


overall  effectiveness  of  the  department." 

Zubrod  pointed  out  that  in  1985  the 
operation-maintenance  of  the  physical  plant 
accounted  for  15.4  percent  of  the  PC  budget 
for  educational  and  general  expenditures. 
He  said  the  goal  under  ServiceMaster  is  to 
reduce  this  cost  to  12  percent  of  the  budget. 
Other  colleges  have  realized  this  type  of 
saving. 

The  company  has  two  of  its  management 
people  on  campus  heading  the  department 
but  otherwise  the  personnel  remain  intact  as 
employees  of  the  college.  William  Hopka 
brings  to  his  position  as  physical  plant 
director  some  17  years  of  experience  with 
ServiceMaster  and  in  similar  school  sys- 
tems. The  other  company  man  serves  as 
housekeeping  manager. 


Zubrod  Frey 

$11  million  record  budget 
for  1986-87  operations 

Presbyterian  College  will  operate  on  a 
record  budget  of  $11  million  in  fiscal  1986- 
87,  a  10  percent  increase  over  this  year,  as 
the  result  of  actions  taken  this  spring  by  the 
board  of  trustees. 

Increases  in  faculty  salaries  and  student 
financial  aid  will  account  for  major  portions 
of  the  budget  expansion.  Board  members 
had  given  top  priority  to  raising  the  salary 
scale  "in  recognition  of  the  competence  and 
devotion  of  these  excellent  professors." 

The  total  operating  budget  for  the  1986- 
87  fiscal  year  beginning  next  July  was 
approved  at  $11,028,236.  This  figure  com- 
pares to  the  current  budget  of  $9,981,283. 

Presiding  over  the  semi-annual  March 
meeting  of  the  PC  trustees  was  Chairman 
W.  Frank  Harrington,  senior  minister  of 
Atlanta's  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church. 
He  was  assisted  by  board  Co-Chairman 
Wilson  C.  Wearn  of  Greenville,  chairman  of 
the  board  of  Multimedia,  Inc.,  and  Secre- 
tary Hugh  S.  Jacobs  of  Clinton,  vice  presi- 
dent of  Jacobs  Press,  Inc. 


Trustees  give  Frey  tenure 
and  reappoint  chairmen 

Recent  action  by  the  board  of  trustees 
grants  tenure  to  Dr.  Jerry  D.  Frey  and 
reappoints  as  department  chairmen  for 
another  term  Dr.  Marion  T.  (Tim)  Gaines 
in  psychology  and  Dr.  John  C.  Inman  in 
biology. 

Dr.  Frey  was  granted  tenure  on  the  basis 
of  his  work  as  associate  professor  of  psy- 
chology here  since  1982  after  seven  years  on 
the  Clemson  University  faculty.  He  holds 
the  BA  degree  from  Goshen  College,  both 
MA  and  PhD  from  the  University  of 
Virginia. 

Three  years  ago  Presbyterian  inaugurated 
a  policy  of  rotation  among  department 
chairmen,  with  a  three-year  term  followed 
by  eligibility  for  reappointment.  Tim  Gaines 
and  John  Inman,  as  the  first  chairmen 
installed  under  this  practice,  are  completing 
their  initial  term  of  departmental  leader- 
ship. Now  reappointed,  they  will  continue 
in  this  capacity  until  1989. 

Dr.  Gaines  is  a  12-year  veteran  of  the  PC 
faculty  who  received  his  BA  degree  at  the 
University  of  Maryland  and  both  his  MS

and  PhD  degrees  from  Florida  State  Uni- 
versity. He  holds  the  rank  of  associate  pro- 
fessor of  psychology. 

When  Dr.  Inman  joined  the  faculty  in 
1980,  it  was  a  matter  of  returning  home  to 
the  campus  where  he  earned  his  BS  degree 
(1973)  before  acquiring  his  MS  and  PhD 
from  Purdue  University.  His  rank  is  asso- 
ciate professor  of  biology. 


Psychology  profs  prolific 
in  production  of  papers 

Two  members  of  the  psychology  depart- 
ment have  been  active  this  year  in  produc- 
ing articles  and  papers  for  professional 
presentation. 

Dr.  Marion  T.  (Tim)  Gaines  and  Dr. 
Eugene  W.  (Jake)  Jacobs  collaborated  on 
an  article  accepted  for  future  publication  in 
the  journal  Teaching  of  Psychology.  Bear- 
ing the  title  "For  Apple  Owners:  A  Four- 
Channel,  Computer-Managed  Physiograph 
for  $600,"  the  article  describes  the  develop- 
ment of  software  and  hardware  equipment 
for  the  construction  of  an  inexpensive 
computer-managed  physiograph. 

They  also  presented  two  papers  last 
month  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  South- 
eastern Psychological  Association  in 
Orlando.  Dr.  Gaines'  paper  on  "Controlling 
processing  strategy  does  not  eliminate  detri- 
mental effects  of  list  organization  in  recog- 
nition" compared  two  theories  of  recognition 
memory.  The  Jacobs  paper— "The  relation- 
ship of  gender  and  locus  of  control  to  the 
effects  of  occupationally  induced  separation 
in  military  couples" — investigated  factors  re- 
lated to  the  successful  management  of  peri- 
odic separation  stress  in  military  marriages. 

Earlier,  Dr.  Jacobs  had  an  article  entitled 
"The  Versatile  Mirror  Drawing  Apparatus" 
published  in  the  October  issue  of  Teaching 
of  Psychology.  This  article  describes  several 
innovative  classroom  applications  of  the 
mirror  drawing  apparatus  which  can  be 
used  to  provide  students  with  an  opportu- 
nity to  experience  frustrations  similar  to 
those  experienced  by  learning  disabled 
students. 

Dr.  Tim  Gaines,  now  completing  his  12th 
year  at  PC,  holds  the  rank  of  associate  pro- 
fessor and  serves  as  department  chairman. 
Dr.  Jake  Jacobs  joined  the  faculty  here  in 
1984  with  the  rank  of  assistant  professor.

These  duties  preclude 
further  classroom  teaching. 

Mrs.  Judi  Gillespie  receives  promotion 
from  associate  to  director  of  financial  aid.  A 
Guilford  College  graduate,  she  joined  the 
staff  as  the  associate  director  of  financial 
aid  in  1983.  Her  responsibility  entails  pre- 
siding over  the  disbursement  of  approxi- 
mately $3  million  in  financial  aid  annually 
through  a  combination  of  federal,  state  and 
college  programs.

Messenger  makes  presentation 
to  the  Society  of  Zoologists 

Biology  instructor  Ehzabeth  Messenger 
presented  a  paper  at  the  annual  assembly  of 
the  American  Society  of  Zoologists  last 
December  in  Baltimore — a  meeting  that 
attracted  scientists  from  around  the  world. 

She  reported  her  analysis  of  the  ultra- 
structure  and  function  of  the  excretory 
organ  of  a  marine  worm  known  as  Nephtys. 
The  paper  included  a  portion  of  her  gradu- 
ate work  in  invertebrate  zoology  done  at 
Clemson  University  in  pursuit  of  her  MS 
degree.  The  transmission  electron  micro- 
scope was  an  essential  instrument  used  in 
this  study  to  provide  a  close-up  view  of  the 
organism's  microscopic  "kidney." 

Elizabeth  Messenger,  an  honor  graduate 
of  PC  in  the  class  of  1982,  returned  to  teach 
here  last  fall  after  receiving  her  master's  at 
Clemson. 


Patrick  Scholarship  activated  at  $439,125 


With  the  addition  of  some  $90,000 
this  year,  alumnus  Joe  Patrick 
brought  his  Joseph  E.  and  Ger- 
aldine  Adams  Patrick  Scholarship  Fund  to 
a  total  $439,125  and  activated  its  use  in 
behalf  of  Presbyterian  College  students. 

Formal  announcement  was  made  at  the 
recent  economics  &  business  administration 
department  banquet,  where  Patrick  deliv- 
ered the  main  address.

Patrick  initiated  his  fund  with  a  sizable 
endowment  gift  in  1982.  He  has  added  to  it 
during  each  subsequent  year  and  indicated 
his  intention  of  continuing  to  build  the 
amount  for  broader  service.  The  scholar- 
ships are  designed  to  provide  financial 
assistance  to  worthy  rising  seniors  in  the 
business  department  and  may  range  from 
an  award  of  $  1 ,000  to  the  full  cost  of  attend- 
ing PC,  depending  upon  need. 

An  honor  graduate  of  1937,  Joe  Patrick 


has  maintained  a  close  relationship  with 
Presbyterian  College  over  the  years.  He  is  a 
former  president  of  the  Alumni  Association 
and  a  present  member  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees.

While  the  PC  tennis  team  anticipated  a  bid 
to  the  NAIA  national  finals  next  month, 
Bobby  McKee  withdrew  his  recent  resigna- 
tion in  favor  of  remaining  here  as  tennis 
director  and  men's  coach.

A II- America  tops  many  honors 
awarded  to  eager  Wiley  Adams 


Second  team  All-America  selection  topped 
the  trio  of  NAIA  honors  that  came  to  Wiley 
Adams  at  the  close  of  the  1985-86  basket- 
ball season. 

The  6-5  junior  from  Jacksonville  also  was 
voted  Most  Valuable  Player  among  the  16 
colleges  in  the  fast  District  6  competition 
and  joined  senior  teammate  Danny  Howell 
of  Thomson,  Ga.,  on  the  all-district  team.

The  team  under  Coach  Bill  Shaver  posted 
a  2-1  record  in  dual  meets  this  spring  and 
finished  fifth  in  the  state  meet  now  held  at 
Carolina.

The  district  tournament  comes  late  this 
month  for  Blue  Hose  golfers  who  play  a 
spring  schedule  now  oriented  more  toward 
team  tournament  play  rather  than  dual 
engagements  between  the  colleges.

"I've  always  felt  that  the  church  is  more  than  a  place 
for  people  to  come  to,"  Dr.  Robert  B.  (Bob)  Smith  '54 
said.

This  philosophy  has  spurred  him  on  in  a  variety  of 
activities  that  include  the  pastorate  of  one  of  Texas' 
larger  Presbyterian  churches,  leadership  in  the  success- 
ful church  union  movement,  trustee  service  with  four 
church  institutions  of  higher  education  and  strong 
involvement  in  community  affairs.

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Allen  Morris  inducted  into  Southern  Tennis  Hall  of  Fame 


Sports  halls  of  fame  have  become  a  pleasant  routine 
for  Allen  Morris  '56. 

Now  the  director  of  tennis  and  head  tennis  coach  at 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  he 
entered  his  most  recent  shrine  last  December  with 
induction  into  the  Southern  Tennis  Hall  of  Fame.  That 
was  the  third  induction  in  nine  years  for  Morris,  who 
made  the  North  Carolina  Tennis  Hall  of  Fame  in  1976 
and  the  N.  C.  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  two  years  later. 

The  nominations  committee  couldn't  have  picked  a 
more  deserving  candidate.  For  example: 

Allen  Morris  was  ranked  No.  14  in  the  world  in 
1956,  the  year  he  captained  Presbyterian  College  tennis 
to  one  of  its  greatest  seasons  and  then  advanced  to  the 
quarter-fmals  at  Wimbledon.  He  also  was  ranked  No. 
1  in  the  South  twice  during  his  PC  years  as  a  Davis 
Cup  team  member,  and  in  1977  he  had  a  No.  9  world 
ranking  in  the  45-and-over  division.  Within  this  latter 


bracket  of  competition,  he  twice  has  won  the  national 
clay  court  title  in  addition  to  winning  the  North  Caro- 
lina state  singles  championship  seven  times. 

After  receiving  his  BA  in  economics  at  Presbyterian 
College  in  1956,  Allen  Morris  worked  II  years  with 
Burlington  Industries  and  then  served  for  12  years  as 
vice  president  with  Texfi  Industries  in  Greensboro. 

He  mixed  tennis  with  his  business  career  during 
those  years.  Then  in  1980,  he  answered  the  call  to  head 
the  nationally  recognized  University  of  North  Carolina 
program.  His  teams  there  have  maintained  the  Tar 
Heel  winning  tradition — to  such  a  degree  that  Morris 
was  named  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  coach-of-the- 
year  in  1983. 

Meanwhile,  back  on  the  PC  campus,  the  name  is 
heard  again  beyond  the  record  books:  son  John  Allen 
Morris  III  enrolled  as  a  freshman  here  last  fall  and 
currently  plays  on  the  Blue  Hose  varsity.

Operating  sometimes  on  prestigious  Ful- 
bright  grants  and  at  other  times  simply  in 
search  of  knowledge.  Dr.  Bruce  W.  Barnes 
'61  could  make  his  bid  as  one  of  PC's  most 
traveled  alumni  who  has  tasted  education  in 
many  countries. 

He  is  an  instructor  on  the  Middle  East  at 
the  University  of  Akron,  where  he  was 
named  "outstanding  evening  educator"  for 
1978-79.  He  also  teaches  social  sciences  in 
the  Akron  (Ohio)  public  schools  and  has 
written  and  published  two  books — Middle 
East  Perspective  and  Introduction  to 
Islam — through  his  specialty  book  company. 

After  receiving  his  BA  in  history  at  Pres- 
byterian College,  Barnes  went  on  to  earn  his 
MA  degree  from  Appalachian  State  Uni- 
versity and  his  PhD  in  international  rela- 
tions from  Pacific  Western  University.

In  the  writeup 
about  his  teaching  award,  the  university 
publication  noted: 

"There  are  some  Eastern  Civilization 
classes  that  students  actually  like  to  go  to. 
This  is  usually  because  the  professor  makes 
the  class  interesting  and  worthwhile  for  the 
students.

BETHEA  '40  of  Latta,  S.  C,  died 
on  January  30,  1986,  at  age  67. 
Born  in  Dillon  County,  S.  C,  he 
was  a  retired  postal  employee  and 
an  elder  in  his  Presbyterian  church. 
Earlier,  he  had  been  a  farmer  and 
employee  of  the  S.  C.  Highway 
Department.  Among  the  survivors 
are  his  wife  and  mother.

Dr.  Tom  Reeves  '57: 


He  serves  as  Hastings  College  president 


Soon  after  Tom  Reeves  '57  assumed  the  presidency  of  Hastings  College  last 
summer,  he  described  that  institution  as  almost  "an  identical  twin"  of  alma 
mater  Presbyterian  College. 

He  moved  from  South  Carolina's  Converse  College  to  Nebraska  in  becom- 
ing the  12th  chief  executive  of  this  103-year-old  825-student  institution  affil- 
iated with  the  Presbyterian  Church  (USA).  And  he  immediately  picked  up  the 
challenge  of  building  academic  excellence  while  increasing  the  endowment  from 
its  present  $8  million  to  $25  million  in  ten  years.  He  said: 

"In  my  mind,  I'm  convinced  the  endowment  is  the  only  way  to  insure 
excellence.  As  private  education  goes  today,  Hastings  College  is  in  excellent 
shape.  It  has  an  excellent  academic  reputation  in  Nebraska  and  the  Midwest. 
One  of  the  big  challenges  that  we  are  all  faced  with  is  not  only  to  keep  Hastings 
College  where  it  is,  but  to  make  it  better.  And  the  first  way  to  do  it  is  through 
financial  support." 

Tom  Reeves  was  a  Who's  Who  student  leader  and  baseball  star  at  PC 
enroute  to  his  BA  degree  with  honors  and  an  English  major  in  1957.  After  six 
years  of  high  school  coaching,  he  entered  Columbia  Theological  Seminary  for 
his  divinity  degree  (magna  cum  laude)  and  then  went  on  fellowship  to  the 
University  of  Aberdeen  in  Scotland  for  his  PhD. 

Converse  College  contacted  him  at  the  close  of  his  Scotland  studies  and 
invited  him  to  join  its  faculty  as  a  chaplain  and  teacher.  During  his  18  years 
there,  he  held  numerous  administrative  and  academic  positions.  He  was  asso- 
ciate professor  of  contemporary  humanities  as  well  as  chaplain  and  vice  presi- 
dent for  student  affairs.  He  also  served  as  professor  of  religion  and  department 
chairman  for  much  of  this  time.  In  1983,  Reeves  was  named  vice  president  for 
planning  and  development,  which  included  directing  Converse's  $28  million 
fund-raising  campaign. 

Dr.  Reeves  also  maintained  his  active  involvement  with  the  Presbyterian 
Church  during  this  time,  at  the  presbytery,  synod  and  General  Assembly  level. 
Among  the  honors  that  came  his  way  was  a  young  humanist  award  by  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  "to  study  areas  of  violence  in  con- 
temporary American  culture." 

Tom  Reeves  and  wife  Delores  have  traveled  a  long  way  from  his  Denmark, 
S.  C,  home  to  Hastings,  Neb.  They  made  the  move  with  their  usual  grace  and 
style— and  they  brought  with  them  real  enthusiasm  for  the  challenges  ahead. 
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The  multi-port  microscope  allows  four 
students  simultaneously  to  view  while  the 
teacher  instructs  on  material  under  study.
